A quarrel resulted and two pistol 
shots followed, alarming the whole 
neighborhood and bringing a large 
number of the most prominent citizens 
of Atlanta to the scene. 

Harris was found lying on the 
ground, the rope holding the cow still 
in his hand, a bullet wound in his head. 
The second shot had missed the mark. 

Wilkes had made his eScape tempora- 
rily. Officers Barfield and Posey were 
called to the spot, and after an inves- 
tization, started a search of the prem- 
ises.

The total\ amount received from 
three concarns of this character 
amounts to $196.05. Of this sum the 
Coca-Cola company paid $188.04, the 
manufacturers\of Red Rock ginger ale 
paid $3.85, and the manufacturers of 
Deep Rock ginger ale paid $4.16. 

The law requires that the concerns 
manufacturing or wholesaling soft 
drinks shall pay quarterly a tax of 
one-fourth of one per cent upon the 
gross amount of their sale in this 
state. 

This tax is due, under the law, three 
days before the expiration of each 
quarter.. Comptroller General Wright 
estimates that there are about one 
hundred such concerns doing business 
in this state and since only three have 
made returns for the first quarter, it 
is evident that a number of them are 
behind in their account with the state. 

In view of the small amount of tax 
received from the first three companies 
the comptrolier estimates that the to- 
tal sum, when collected, will not cause 
the treasury to bulge to any appre- 
clable extent.

Great prepara- 
tions have been going on for this 
event, and the queen herself directed 
all the arrangements, desiring that no 
detail should be’ neglected. 

In all, Mr. Roosevelt had a strenuous 
day. After his meeting with the king, 
he visited the Pantheon, where he was 
the object of a popular demonstration, 
He lunched with Ambassador Leish- 
man and received the Italian journal- 
ists in the afternoon. 

Tomorrow will be less busy. In the 
morning he will drive with the king 
and will probably spend the afternoon 
sightseeing. He will be the guest of 
the British ambassador at dinner in 
the evening. The vatican incident, 
which hag aroused considerable bitter 
comment in the newspapers, has made 
Mr. Roosevelt the subject of intense 
popular interest, and a crowd is con- 
stantly before the hotel where he is 
staying awaiting a chance to get a 


glimpse of him. 
Roosevelt at the Quirinal. 


The ex-president and his party ar- 
rived at the entrance of the quirinal 
palace at 8 p. m., where the door of 
his carriage was opened by the impos- 
ing figure of the royal doorkeeper, 
in scarlet livery, with 
sword and baton and cocked hat, seem- 


ingly right out of the middle ages. At 
the foot of the grand staircase Count 
Tozzoni and Duke Cito, master of cer- 
emonies, and Count Guicciardini, gen- 
tleman in waiting to Queen Helena, 
met the party and escorted them up 
the steps, which were decorated with 
palms and flowering shrubs. 

In the great hall of the Swiss they 
were received by Count Gianotti, pre- 
fect of the palace, whose wife was Miss 


Kinny, of New York, and by Countess, 


Guicciardini, lagy in waiting to the 
queen, who took them through the 
great ball. room into a reception room 
hung with priceless tapestries, where 
they were greeted by the sovereigns, 
surrounded by their military and civil 
households.

After the lunch, given by Ambassa- 
dor Leishman to Mr. Roosevelt, the 
latter received Mr. Carlos Manuel Ces- 
pedes, the Cuban minister, who pre- 
sented a message and greetings from 
the Cuban government. He also re- 
ceived Dr. Walling Clark, head of the 
Methodist organization in Italy, and 
the Rev. Dr. B. M. Tipple, pastor of the 
American Methodist church in Rome. 

A number of Italian journalists 
called on the ex-prestdent this after- 
noon, but he declined to discuss the 
vatican incident. He spoke, however, 
of the great change in Rome since he 
was here on his honeymoon. To a 
Swiss correspondent he expressed re- 
gret that he wou.d be unable to stop 
at Berne to see President Comtesse. 

“IT am greatly interested in Switzer- 
land,” said Mr. Roosevelt, “especially 
the army and civil system. The United 
States has much to learn from the 
Swiss republic.” ; 

Roosevelt's Enormous Mail. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s mail is enormous. 
He says it is impossible for him to 
answer the hundreds of communica- 
tions he is receiving. 

At his first visit to the king today 
Mr. Roosevelt, it is said, expressed the 
pleasure that he felt in again meeting 
his majesty, following the short inter- 
view which they had a year ago at 
Messina on board the battleship Re- 
umberto. 

The king, it is learned, said he had 
been awaiting with great interest the 
return of the ex-president, as he had 
desired to hear from his own lips the 
report of his African adventures, which 
his majesty had followed as closely as 
possible. Mr.. Roosevelt gave a brief 
account of his shooting expedition,

He shot 
and killed Sheriff Keith in Murray 
county when the latter accosted him 
in that section on a dark night. After 
trial for the killing of Sheriff Keith, 
which resulted in the passing of the 
death sentence, Harper was saved from 
the gallow’s through a long fight waged 
in his behalf by Attorney Samuel D.

Washington, April 4.—Declaring that 
no less than. two weeks’ time wii] be 
necessary ta consider the amendments 
already offered to the railroad bill, 
Senator Cumming today resisteq thé 
combined efforts of Senators Hale and 
Elkins to,obtain an agreement to vote 
next Saturday on the bill. The Iowa 
senator not only objected to the prop- 
osition, but he pronounced it a jojke. 

Senator Bacon made it evident that 
if no one else had objected he would 
do so. He contended that the man- 
agers of the bill were not justified in 
asking for an agreement looking to a 
vote unt! they are able to present a 
perfected bill. 

‘Elkina Wants to Get Away. 

Mr. Elkins brought up the question 
of a vote after the close of a speech 
by Senator Crawford, advocating the 
amendation of the commerce court 
provision of the-bill. 

“Ff don’t want to push senators,” 
said Mr Elkins, “but we all want to 
get away from here by the 15th of 
June. lL therefore urge that senators 
desiring to speak on the bill or amend- 
ments will prepare themselves to do 
so. ahd give us an opportunity . to 
vote.” | 

Mr. Cummins regarded Mr. Elkins 
as not only amiablé, but. jocular. 
There were more than a hundred 
amendments t be considered, he said, 
and no less than a fortnight would be 
necessary for that duty alone. He sug- 
gested as a substitute an agreement 
that not less than three hours a day 
be devoted to the consideration of the 
bill and amendments until disposed of. 

Bacon Wouldn’t Consent. 

Mr. Bacon would not consent. “Sen- 
ators say the bill has been here six 
weeks,” he said; “it is not here yet. 
Amendments have been offered today 
which none have seen, and we receive 
mo assurance as to when the bill will 
be completed.” 

“Today’s amendments are not of a 
kind that surprise senators,” respond- 
ed Mr. Hale. 

“We don’t know,” replied Mr. Bacon. 
“We haven't seen them.” 

Mr. Cummings brought the discussion 
to an end by presenting an amend- 
ment striking out the provision au- 
thorizing the submission in advance 
of agreements to the court of com- 
merce. The senate then went into 
executive session and adjourned with- 
out further proceedings on the rail- 
road bill. | 


SUMMARY OF WORK 
DONE BY CONGRESS 


No Bills of General Interest 
Were Acted On Yes- 


terday. 


Washington, April 4.—The railroad 
bill was made a privileged measure 
whenever it comes up for consideration 
in the house, by the terms of a resolu- 
tion offered today by Mr. Mann, chair- 
man of the committee of interstate 
and foreign commerce, and adopted by 
a two-thirds vote. Mr. Mann an- 
nounced that he would endeavor to 
place the railroad bill before the house 
as soon as the pending naval bill has 
been disposed of. 

The house passed a number of Dills 
of local interest in various parts of 
the country. One bill passed increased 
from $2,000 to $5,000 the amount of 
money that must be involved in a suit 
¢# atitle its removal from a state to 
a eral court. The naval bill was 
again before the house for considera- 
tion. 

In the senate, Mr. Elkins attempted 
without success to get unanimous con- 
sent for a vote On the administration 
failroad bill on next Saturday. This 
effort came at the close of a speech by 
Senator Crawford, who advocated 
amendments to the court of commerce 
provision. 

Among the bills passed by the sen- 
ate today was one permitting the Phi!- 
ippine government to increase its in- 
debtednessg to a limit of $10,000,000 for 
the promotion of public improvements. 

Both houses will be in session to- 
morrow.

St. Paul. Minn., April 4.—Archbishop 
Ireland, after reading the report from 
Rome concerning the Roosevelt-vati- 
can incident, made the following state- 


ment: 


“Before passing judgment on the 
Roosevelt incident in Rome, one should, 
be thoroughly conversant with all at- 
tending circumstances, more so, indeed, 
than the quickly-gotten-up dispatch- 
es appearing in the morning papers 
seemingly permit. Of one thing I am 
certain—the Methodist propaganda in 
Rome is so vile, so calumnious in its 
assaults upon the Catholic faith, so 
dishonest in its methods to win prose- 
lytes, that the holy father, the su- 
preme guardian of the faith, is com- 
pelled by the vital principles of his 
high office to avert at all cost the 
slightest movement on his part that 
might, directly or indirectly, be inter- 
preted as abetting the propaganda, or 
approving, even by implication, in pur- 
pose and tactics. 

Attack on Methodists. 


“Since the Fairbanks incident, I 
have receftved from Rome most relia- 
ble data, that more than justify any 
statement I have heretofore made, or 
may at any other time be prepared to 
make ,with regard to this Methodist 
propaganda. Indeed, the Methodist 
minister in Rome, Rev. Mr. Tipple, in 
his address the Sunday after the Fair- 
banks incident, is an all-sufficient in- 
dication of its rancorous spirit and of 
the egregious calumnies to which it 
resorts. 

“How far Cardinal Merry del Val had 
reason to suspect, from the movements 
of the Methodists themselves, or oth- 
erwise, that there wag peril lest Mr. 
Roosevelt even unwittingly be entang- 
led in their meshes, I am not in a po- 
sition to say. His words to the cor- 
respondent cf the Associated Press de- 
serve consideration. ‘It is not,’ he 
said, ‘a question of religion.’

“For my part, I differ with Mr.

Roosevelt would not have addressed 
the Methodists. He wrote his tele- 
grams in Cairo, away from the seat of 
war, and refused to bind himself ~-to 
his movements before he was on the 
ground. But once in Rome, face to 
face with the situation, such as his 
quick {intuition into things would have 
soon revealed it,’ he would not have 
thought of leaving the vatican to re- 
pair to the camp of its foes. 

“That is Mr. Roosevelt. as I think 
I know him. At the same time, I 
comprehend the position from which 
Cardinal Merry del Val measured his 
duty. He had to be guided by the sit- 
uation as it loomed up around him in 
Rome; by the knowledge he had of 
local circumstances. He could take no 
risk; principle was at stake. And so 
he demanded ‘assurances that, what- 
ever was likely to happen, the honor 
of the holy see was safeguarded.” 


FALCONI PUTS BLAME 
ON THE METHODISTS 


Washington, April 4.—Sharply criti- 
cising the work of the Methodist 
church in Rome as “insulting agita- 
tion and offensive proselytism, which 
constitute a real warfare against the 
pope and the Catholic religion,” Mon- 
signor Falconi, papal delegate to -the 
United States, today declareq that 
neither the pope nor the cardinal’s sec- 
retary of state was to blame for the 
situation which he described as the 
“intolerable condifion. created for the 
holy see by the Methodists in Rome.” 

Monsignor Falconi said he knew the 
pope had been looking forward with 
pleasure to meeting Colonel Roosevelt. 
He pointed out the “offensive prose- 
lytism” of the Methodists in Rome aga 
“real warfare against the holy father 
and the Catholic religion,” adding: 

“As the head of at least 250,000,000 
Catholics, he (the pope) has a right 
to special consideration, and ought 
himelf to be the best judge of what 
that means. 

“It is extremely unpleasant, to say 
the least, that this violent situation 
should have become public on the oc- 
casion of the visit to Rome of distin- 
guished American citizens. However, 
neither the holy father nor the car- 
dinal’s secretary of state is to be 
blamed for the intolerable condition 
created for the holy see by the Meth- 
odists of Rome.”

Methodist PrelatesCom- 
ment on Clash. 


Bishops Cranston, Walden and 
Others Say That Roosevelt, 
as an American, Was Forced 
to Act as He Did---Cranston 
Says Methodists Not Involved 


Cincinnati, April 4.—Bishops Earl 
Cranston and John Wale Walden, of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, com- 
mented sharply today upon the vati- 
can’s position regarding Colonel Roose- 
velt’s abandoned visit to the pope. 


Bishop Cranston said: 

“The- incident serves well to em- 
phasize all I have said or written as 
to the real significance of the Fair- 
banks episode. Mr. Roosevelt is not a 
Methodist, but his spirit of toleration 
is not greater than that of Mr. Fair- 
banks, the Methodist. In his adminis- 
tration as president, many of his 
friends thought Mr. Roosevelt went be- 
yond the limit of political prudence in 
trusting and honoring Roman Catho- 
lics, but even he had to be put under 
bonds in Rome. It seems that the vati- 
can accepts nothing short absolute 
submission, including the Wielding of 
one’s social privileges and religious 
and patriotic fellowships. 


Roosevelt and Methodists. 


“The introduction of the Methodist 
church in Rome as a feature in this 
last episode is gratuitous. Much as 
they honor Mr. Roosevelt, our people 
there had no desire or purpose to em- 
barrass him by an invitation that 
would have interfered with his wish 
to call on the pope. We were sure that 
he would not insult us in return for 
such consideration by submitting to 
the dictation of our traducers, and he 
has not disappointed us. 

“Americanism is worth more to the 
world than papal assumption, and it 
is the spirit of Americans that is now 
again put under ban by the pope. No 
honeyed words for the public can 
change that fact. The Methodists are 
not in this case.”’ 

Bishop John Walden, who expressed 
himself plainly when the Fairbanks 
episode occurred, said that two monu- 
mental blunders had been committed 
by the present pope. He declared that 
Pope Leo was far too wise to have 
been guilty of the errors of the in- 
cumbent of the high office. 

Says Rome Has Bristles Out. 


“But,” he added, “it is not after all 
the Methodist church which hag its 
bristles out, but the Roman Catholic 
church. The Methodist church has not 
been injured in the least. We are used 
to the insults and attacks of Rome, 
perhaps more than any other denomi- 
nation, owing to the fact that we have 
been active in many countries, which 
are peculiarly Roman, among them 
Mexico, Brazil and Italy, including 
Rome herself. It is our success which 
has roused Rome and made her lift 
her bristles. If we had not been suc- 
cessful if Methodism was not vital, 
powerful, where we have planted it, 
we wonld hear nothing from Rome.” 


New York Methodists for Roosevelt. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., April 4.—The 
New York Methodist Episcopal confer- 
ence today adopted resolutions which, 
after reciting the incidents of the 
Reosevelt-Vatican affair declared: 

“That we deny that the Methodist 
church in Rome is carrying on a cam- 
paign of calumny and detraction 
against the pope.” 

The resolution said, further: 

“That we commend the sturdy Ameri- 
canism of Ex-President Roosevelt, and 
w2 affirm our approval of his rejec- 
tion of conditions debasing alike to 
American manhood and freedom of 
speech.” 

Roosevelt Strongly Indorsed. 

Binghamton, N. Y., April 4.—Ex- 
President Roosevelt’s action in declin- 
ing to meet the pope under any re- 
strictions receiveqd the approval this 
morning of the annual session of the 
Wyoming conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, when a cablegram 
was sent to Colonel Roosevelt in pur- 
suance of a resolution introduced by 
Rev. J. H. Race, president of Chatta- 
nooza’> University. 

“The conference heartily indorses 
the courteous, courageous and emi- 
nently American spirit manifested to- 
ward the vatican, thus associating the 
names of ‘Roosevelt and Fairbanks’ as 
splendid samples of American courtesy, 
magnanimity and patriotism.” 


Fairbanks Commends Roosevelt,

HALLEY’S COMET PHENOMENA 


OBSERVE 


The passage of the earth through the 
tail of Halley’s comet on the 18th of 
May will be accompanied iby phenome- 
na of unusual interest, and the chief of 
the United States weather bureau, 
Willis L. Moore, has sent out notices 
to all the weather stations requesting 
the directors to make observations. 

Cc. F. Von Herrmann, local director, 
will make a series of observations be- 
ginning on the 17th and extending 
through the 19th of May, especial at- 
tention being given to the phenomena 
of the 18th. 

The following phenomena will be 
watched for, and minute observations 
will be made about them: Auroras, 
location, color, shape, extent, time and 
duration of appearance, and other 
features; meteoric trails, number, 
times of appearance, lengths of dura- 
tion and directions, and lengths of 
visible meteoric patHs. The color of

the sun and sky, that of both being 
dependent upon the dust and other 
contents of the atmosphere, will be 
noted; twilight colors, their distribu- 
tion, and order of changes, will be 
watched; luminous clouds, of which the 
material or the cause of their light is 
not Known, will probably appear. The 
zodiacal lights are expected to change 
and the facts in connection with this 
phenomenon will be of interest and 
value.

The visit to Atlanta of Thomas Dawley, Jr., recalls the ingrow- 
ing astigmation of the government’s muck-rakers, which enables, 
them to paint the'small, far-off evil yellow and sinister, while ignor- 
ing the larger evil under their very noses. 

As special agent of the bureau of labor, Mr. Dawley was sent 
south in 1907 to secure such hysterical and horrifying exhibits of 
child-labor in southern cotton mills as would substantiate the emo- 
tional declarations of the good Senator Beveridge. ° 

But Mr. Dawley found that conditions were not as bad as 
charged; that in many instances, children positively profited by the 
change from tragically unsanitary life in the woods to absolutely 
sanitary life in the mills, and that Senator Beveridge “and the disin- 
terested maiden ladies of New England would have to revise their 
estimates. | 

Eventually, Mr. Dawley says, his truthful report, not exactly 
coming up to expectations, was garbled and suppressed, and he him- 
self was rudely severed from contact with the government pay- 
roll.

In Dalton the same indefensible effort is being made to prejudice

Dalton soon holds an election to determine whether the 
municipality shall issue bonds for the improvement cf her water 
and light plant, streets, sewers and public schools. In essential 
respects, the items of the bond issue parallel those of the Atlanta 
bond issue. And, like Atlanta, Dalton has neglected her municipal 
facilities and must straightway readjust them or go backward. 

Meanwhile, a few underground campaigners are telling the 
laboring people of Dalton that a bond issue will give them few 
benefits, that they will be overtaxed and that their rents will go} 
sky-high. 

Of course, this is class agitation of the most inexcusable variety. 
It was tried in Atlanta, and the laboring people, after investigation, 
snapped their fingers in the faces of such arguers and aligned them- 
selves solidly on the side of the issue. 

They realized that the laboring classes, more than any’ other, 
were to be the beneficiaries of a bond issue. Well-to-do owners could 
afford the facilities guarding their families against disease, and pro- 
viding for education for their children. They could afford to dis- 
pense with or postpone the issuance of bonds. The laboring classes, 
in self-defense, could not: 

We assume the same conditions obtain in Dalton. We assume, 
also that Dalton, like Atlanta, expects her increased facilities to so 
add to her income as to make the burden of liquidating the bonds 
fall negligibly on all tax-payers. 

The metropolis of Whitfield has our best wishes. It will prob- 
ably find the present effort to incite class prejudice only transitory 
—one that will wither beneath the searchlight of common sense and 
logic. 

And with Dalton on the result of this campaign depends the 
settlement of the question as to whether or not Dalton is going 
forward or backward.

But not 
only are hospitals and medical colleges 
left absolutely free in the matter, but 
there is actually no means of inter- 
fering with physicians, surgeons and 
savants, who may indulge, in private, 
in the most. barbarous experiments on 
living creatures, unless the experi- 
ments are so conducted as to give rise 
to a public scandal. 

Animals Tortured. 

That-is to Say, ordinary citizens may 
subject animals. to the most shocking 
tortures, without the use of any anaes- 
thetic, under the plea of scientific ftn- 
vestigation, without let or hinderance 
on the part of the State, providing: it 
is not done publicly. 

The Imperial Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals has now, at 
the instance of the Crown Princess, ini- 
tiated a movement to bring hospitals, 
medical schools, and ordinary ‘citizens, 
no matter whether scientists or mere 
cranks who find pleasure in witnessing 
pain, within the scope of the laws of 
1885, governing vivisection in universi- 
ties and high schools, It is the first 
time that a member of the reigning 
house:of Prussia, save the sovereign 
himself, has ever come before the pub- 
lic as the champion and initiator of 
legislation, and that the Crown Princess 
should have taken up this attitude in- 
dicates that she has the approval not 
only of her husband, the future kaiser, 
but also of her father-in-law, Emperor 
William, and of the empress. It is 
needless to say that her action has | 
given general satisfaction among the 
people, and that under the _  circum- 
stances the new laws which she Is 
sponsoring, are certain to be carried 
through the legislature, without any 
opposition.worthy of mention.

DEATH MAKES AWFUL RAIDS 


ON THE BABIES OF THE POOR 


New York, April 4.—The city-born 
infant of middle-class parents thrives 
as well as the heir to millions, but the 
children of the poor in New York, the 
tenement dwellers, take a shockingly 
disproportionate share off of the rate 
of mertality. Figures have just been 
compiled for the first time by the 
New York milk committee showing the 
infant birth and death rate for equal 
number of parents in areas inhabited 
exclusively by the wealthy, the well- 
to-do and the very poor. 

The fashionable area had a popula- 


¢ 


tion of 7,561 in twenty-eight blocks; 
the well-to-do area, 7,696 in 
blocks, and the tenement dwellers 7,- 
853 in three blocks on the upper east 
side, not the most congested part of 
the city. 

The returns show that'in the fash- 
ionable section 37 babies Were born in 
one year; in the well-to-do section 160, 
and among the poor 434. To gauge the 
mortality rate two summer weeks were 
chosen to measure the effect of a heat 
wage. Among the wealthy and well- 
to-do there were no deaths, against 16, 
or 4 per cent, among the poor.

IN THE LATE TRADING 
Owing to General Liquidation 
Stop Loss Selling

New York, April 4.—After a high 
opening today’s cotton market became 
weak and unsettled in the late trading 
and closed weak at a net decline of 
11@18 points, 

The opening was firm at an advance 
of 7@10 points and during the first 
few minutes active months sold gen- 
erally 9 to 12 points higher, in re- 
sponse tod bétter cables than expected 
and ‘on a continuation of Saturday's 
late buying movement. After the first 
demand from shorts had been supplied, 
the market showed the absence of out- 
side support, with trading becoming 
much less active and with prices grad- 
ually easing off. After selling about 
1 to 2 points net lower, a renewal of 
the support from bull leaders and a 
little new crop buying, on the theory 
that there had not been sufficient rain 
in west and southwest Texas, caused 
@ rally to about the initial figure. But 
on this advance, spot houses were sel- 
lers of the near months and in the late 
trading the market became very weak, 
under a renewal of general liquidation 
and stop loss selling. May contracts 
declined to 14.60, or about 26 points 
from the high level of the morning, 
while 
low level of Saturday, with closing 
prices at practically the lowest of the 
day. It is reported that there are now 
27,000 bales of cotton on the way here 
from Liverpool.

The liquidation was 
most noticeable in October. The old 
crop months derived considerable 
strength from encouraging reports 
from Manchester and the continued 
large sales of spots in Liverpool. 

At the middle of the morning, the 
market was 10 to 12 points down from 
the top, on the story that was going 
the rounds that New York was ship- 
ping cotton back to this market. In- 
vestigation showed that eight bales 
were shipped back here from New 
York last month and that such a ship- 
ment was in the natural order of 
things, for during the last year 110 
bales have come back, all rejections. 
From the middle of the morning, the 
qmarket was stronger on the forecast 
of frost tn Texas. The fear that this 
would kill young cotton and make re- 
planting necessary caused some Httle 
buying and at noon the market was 
quiet and steady at a net advance of

points on the new.

Shorts were good profit-takers on 
the decline and their buying steadied 
the market toward the closing, which 
was steady at a net decline of 8 to 13 
points.
